NOTIFICATION

S-R-O- 2E — In exercise of the powers conferred by sectiofi 3 of the Cantonments 
(Extension of Rent Conlrol Laws) Act, 1957 (46 of 1957), the Central Government 
hereby extends to the Cantonment of Kamptee In the State of Maharashtra, the 
Central Provinces and Berar Regulation of Letting ol Accommodation Act, 1946 
(Central Provinces and Berar Act' No. XI of 1946) as in force on the date of this 
notification in that part of the State of Maharashtra in which Kamptee Cantonment 
is situated with the following modifications, namely; — * 

In the Central Provinces and Berar Regulation of Letting of Accommodation 
1946 (Central Provinces and Berar Act No. XI of 1946), 

(a) in section 1, — 

(1) for sub-section (2), the following sub-section shall be substituted, namely: — 
“(2) It extends to the Cantonment of Kamptee.” 

Explanution.—A Cantonment means any area declared to be cantonment 
under section 3 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), 

(b) after section 1, the following section shail be insert'd namely:--- 
“1-A. Nothing contained in this Act shall apply to — 

(i) any premises within a cantonment belonging to the Government or a 

Cantonment Board; 

(ii) any tenancy or other like relationship created by a grant from the 

Government In respect of premises within the cantonment taken on 
lease or requisitioned by the Government; or 
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(111) any house within a cantonment which Is or may be appropriated by 
Central Government on lease under the Cantonments (House 
Accommodation) Act, 1923 (6 of 1623).’' 

(c) in section 2, after the words “by general or special order," the words 

“which shall extend to such areas as the State Government may by 
notification direct” shall be omitted. 

(d) section 3 shall be omitted. 
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
